When roasting lamb or fowls, if you do 
not like the flavor given by thin slices of 
salt pork or of bacon, which are usually 
put over them, take some hard butter, roll 
it in flour, and separate it into small lumps 
and lay here and there on the meat. This 
will give richness, and flavor to the liquid 
with which you baste them. 


Beef fritters are nice for breakfast. Chop 
pieces of steak or cold roast beef very fine. 
Make a batter of milk, flour and an egg, and 
mix the meat with it. Put a lump of butter 
into a saucepan, let it melt, then drop the 
batter into it from a large spoon. Fry 
until brown; season with pepper and salt 
and a little parsley. 


Excellent pies are made of canned cur- 
rants. Take one cupful of them, half a 
cupful of sugar, one tablespoonful of flour, 
beaten with the yelks of two eggs. Bake 
with an undercrust, then frost the top with 
the whites of the two eggs and two table- 
spoonfuls of powdred sugar. Be sure to 
beat the sifted flour with the yelks, then 
there is no donger of little lumps of undis- 
solved flour spoiling the good looks of the 
pie. - Š 

A delicious filling for a cake is made by 
putting one cupful of powdered sugar into 
a saucepan with one-quarter of a cupful of 
water. Letthem simmer gently until the 
sugar is entirely dissolved, and, in fact, 
until it is stift when dropped into cold water; 
then add to it the white of one egg besten 
to & froth, half a cupful of chopped raisins, 
half a cupful of chopped walnut meats and 
a tablespoonful of cocoanut; add a few drops 
of vanilla also.

Death of Col. R. C. Hollyday. 

Col. Richard C. Hollyday, whose health 
has been failing for some time past, died at 
his home in Easton Md., Sunday last. 

Hon. R. C. Hollyday was born in Talbot 
county in 1811. He is a son of Hon. Henry 
Hollydsy, who represented the county in 
the State Senate for a number of terms, and 
was 8 cousin and brother-in-lawt;of Judge 
Carmicheal He graduated at Fyinceton, 
and studied law with Wm. Carmichael, 
father of Judge Carmichsel, im Centreville. 
He practiced law in Talbot county, and 
subsequently in Allegany county. He re- 
moved to Cecil county in 1835 or 1836, and 
practiced law at Elkton until 1852.

He was a member of 
the constitutional convention of 1867 from 
that county. He served as secretary of 
State during Governor Bowie's term, and 
upon the death of Judge Mason in April, 
7878, was appointed to thesame office by 
Governor Whyte. He was reappointed by 
Governors Groome and Carroll, and afteran 
interval of four years, during Governor 
Hamilton's administration, was again made 
secretary of State by Governor McLane in 
January, 1884. He only held office a few 
months, however, retiring in May, 1884, on 
account of ill-health. He has been living 
for many years on the old Hollyday estate, 
on Tread Haven river, in Talbot county,

Mr. Phillips was born in Sussex county, 
Del, May, 29, 1810.

Mr. Phillipsdevoted the greater 
part of his life to farming, only stopping 
when his health failed, about 10 years ago. 

The last few years of his life were years 
of intense suffering, but amid all he clung 
to the church, and was at her altar as long 
as he could go, and when sickness compelled 
him to remain home, he often sent for his 
priest and received the ministrations of the 
church.

4axeme-"ánd 
drisking.” The writer of this monograph 
can speak personally from an experience of 
nearly thirty years on the bench of the 
Supreme Court ofthe State of New York 
and its higher criminal courts; and if his 
experience would modify to;any extent the 
broad statement of Sir Matthew Hale, the 
change would relate only to classes of 
crimes. If the numerous offences (includ- 
ing that of drunkenness) tried by the Police 
and other lower courts were collated with 
those tried by the higher tribunals, it is 
quite probable that even at this day the 
proportion of four-fifths given by Sir Mat- 
thew Hale would be found to be correct. A 
late Inspector of English prisons says, I am 
within the trath when I state that in four 
cases out of five, where an offence has been 
committed, intoxicating drink has been one 
of the causes.” 

By stating another class of facts, Judge 
Davis shows the intimate connection be- 
tween intemperance and crime; viz., that 
where, by either moral suasion, legal enact- 
ment, or other causes, intemperance is les- 
sened, crime is proportionately diminished. 
I give the substance of some of his state- 
ments: 

When Father Matthew was so marvelous- 
ly successful in obtaining voluntary pledges 
of total abstinence in some parts of Ireland, 
the use of liquors in those places was prac- 
tically suspended; and, according to the 
statistics given by Lord Morpeth, then 
Secretary for Ireland, the cases of murder, 
attempts at murder, offences against the 
person, aggravated assaults and cutting 
and maiming fell off in two years from 12,- 
096 to 1,097. 

Vineland, in New Jersey, a place of ten 
thousand inhabitants, is without a grog- 
shop, requires but & moderate police force, 
and is reported in some yearsto have been 
without & single crime. The town of Greeley, 
in Colorado, with a population of three 
thousand, is without a liquor store, and has 
in some years had no use for a police force 
or a cgimifial magistraté, , Bavaria, in Il-

gjd With absolute prohibition, is reported to 
be Without a drunEard, without a pauper, 
and without & crime. In each of these 
towns the sale of liquor was prohibited, not 
by force of law, but by the provision of their 
respective founders, sustained by popular 
sentiment. A later instance is the recently 
established town of Pullman, a suburb of 
the city of Chicago. The entire town is the 
property of the Pullman Palace Car Com- 
pany, where the entensive manufacturing 
works of that company and various other 
important manufacturing establishmente 
are located. Its present population is about 
eight thousand five hundred. It isa place 
of wonderful thrift and beauty, combining 
with the necessities of life all its comforts 
and elegancies and many of its luxuries. Its 
inhabitants are mostly workmen, engaged 
in its numerous manufactories, living with 
their families in singular comfogt amid the 
most pleasant surroundings. It has churches, 
schools, libraries, reading rooms, places of 
amusement, markets, stores, and ware- 
houses, but no liquor saloons or grogshops, 
these latter being excluded by the will of 
its owners., Within its borders crime is the 
most infrequent occurrence; few arrests 
have ever been made, and its expenses for 
& police force and criminal courts are re- 
duced to a minimum. 

Such are a few of the facts set forth by 
Judge Davis in his admirable paper. Facts 
are stubborn things; some one has called 
them ‘‘God’s arguments." Now, reader, 
does not your own observation, so far as it 
extends, corroborate that of the eminent 
men quoted in this article? Is it not true, 
so far as you have observed, that four- 
fifths of the crime in your community are 
caused by the use of intoxicating drinks? 
You know that it is true: Well, what are 
you going to do about it? It behooves 
every citizen to be thoughtful, and find a 
remedy.

Death of a Prominent Citizen. 

Mr. Simeon Malone, aged 66 years, died 
at his late residence at Upper Trappe on 
the 18th inst., of typhoid-pneumonia. 

Mr. Malone had led the quiet life ofa 
farmey, assisted by his brother and three 
nephews. He had always lived on the old 
homestead, where his father lived and died. 
He never sought public office, though he 
was competent to fill almost any office in 
the gift of the people. On one occasion he 
was urged, against his will, to bea candi- 
date on the county commissioners' ticket.— 
He was elected, although his party was in 
& minority in the county, and served the 
people with greatacceptability for one term, 
and has often been urged to again be a can- 
didate for various'places, but always de- 
clined. In politics he was an original Hen- 
ry Clay Whig, always admiring that great 
statesman with an affection akin to love. 
At the demise of the Whig party he voted 
with the American party until the war came 
on, when he was a staunch Union man; but 
when his party became extremely radical he 
réfused to endorse all of their extreme mea- 
sures, and for several years refused to vote 
atall. Nordid he vote until the Demo- 
crats were enfranchised, since which time 
he has voted mainly with the Republicans, 
except oneor two elections, when negro 
suffrage was forced upon the people. , to 
which he was opposed. He never married, 
but wasa faithful brother and uncle, de- 
voting a great deal of favor and affection 
upon his nephews and nieces. He wasa 
kind neighbor and true friend. It did not 


matter What w man's- politics or religior |+ 


might be, if he wasa man; he was a wel- 
come guest at his table and fireside, and it 
is highly probable that Simeon Malone has 
entertained more people within the last 30 
years than any man in Wicomico county.— 
He was not a member of any church, but 
his life and character are enough to put the 
blush of abnegation upon the countenance 
of many a professed follower of the Blessed 
Saviour. Whatever may be said of Simeon 
Malone, there is no man who will ever have 
the face to stand up in Wicomico county 
and say that he was aught but an honest 
and upright man.

It. is claimed by British 
salesmen that they hold out better in size 
and quality than the American apple. 

Most kinds of fruit trees thrive best on 
rolling land. Hardy grapes do well on 
almost any soil with a little care. Sandy 
5 "ridges are best adapted totheir growth, but 
sand and leaf mold mixed with under- 
e | drained clay will produce large vines and 
fine yields of fruit. 

The most extensive orchard in this conn- 
try is undoubtedly that of Mr. Robert Mc- 
Kinstey, of Hudson, N. Y., whose faim of 
three hundred acres is entirely set to apples 
pears and cherries. The orchard consists 
of about 33,000 trees. Moor the Tait is 
shipped to Europe.

To do this, rank 
measures should be avoided and those of a 
mineral character instiruted, especially 
those abounding in potash, There is an 
unusual proportion of ash left in burning 
good tobacco, and to grow the best it needs 
a liberal supply of potash in the soil. | 


We have seen farmers throw a fork-full 
of splendid hay into each fence corner, and 
more on the top of the manure pile, only to 
be half trampled under foot. The -same 
men wonder why their hay doesn’t ‘‘go 
farther." The farm-yard without a good 

d Fam, or racks, lacks an important 
convenience. Remember, we can make 
hay in Winter as well as in Summer. 


The Aroostook region in Maine, where 
great areas of timber have been burned 
over, is said to be a paradise for honey-bees. 
In this region the fire-weed flourishes 
throughout July. August and September, 
while wild-raspberry bloom is abundant in 
late June and July, Both of these plants 
make a clean, white honey, which captures 
the premiums at all the Fairs without 

Those who make a specialty of lambs en- 
deavor to bring them in early, and njso to 
push them in growth as rapidly as possible. 
Ewes with twines are sometimes unable to 
nourish them, and ewes that lose their 
lambs may be induced to adopt one of the 
twins. In this manner larger proportion 
of lambs are raised, but unless grain is sup- 
plied the dams the quantity of milk will be 
insufficient. 

‘A Heavy wheat train pulled into Fargo 
by one engine a few days ago en the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad consisted of^110 cars 
loaded with wheat. This would make, 
allowing 550 bushels to the car, a weight 
of 3,630,000 pounds, while the cars weigh 
2,729,000 pounds, making 0,858,000 pounds 
pulled by one locomotive, or sbout 8,180 
tons. The train was over three-quarters 
of a mile in length. 


Before beginning to feed heavily, the 
sows intended to be kept for breeders should 
be separated from the rest and given plenty 
of nourishing but not fattening food. Select 
those with long, straight backs, and be 
sure that they have at least ten or twelve 
teats. Sows will sometimes have more pigs 
than teats, reminding one of the govern- 
ment after a presidential election, when 
there are more hungry patriots than offices. 


In a large litter of pigs there will always 
be some that are under sized. If the larger 
and stronger pigs are taken from the sow 
first and fed liberally they will not suffer, 
while the weaklings, given more of the sow’s 
milk, will grow rapidly and make the litter 
more even in size than they would be if all 
were taken off at once. It is never advisa- 
ble to feed a large lot of hogs together. 
Some will always crowd the weaker ones 
from the feed. 

All the seeds should be overhauled now 
thoroughly cleaned and placed in a con- 
venient receptacle for immediate use in 
spring. Those who did not save their seeds 
from plants of their own growth should 
procure them from the seedsman without 
delay, in order to avoid loss of time at the 
planting period, as orders in the spring 
usually crowd the seedsmen, thereby caus- 
ing delay. It isa mistake to postpone the 
purchase of seeds till the ground is ready. 

A cow kept by herself will give better re- 
sults than the same cow in there with oth- 
ers, The single cow will be better fed, and 
a more important point, so far as butter 
making is concerned, will be the fact that 
nearly all the butter will be got from the 
cream, which is never the case when the 


| milk and cream from a herd of cows are 


mixed before churning. Owing to differ- 
ence in size of the butter globules the milk 
from cows varies largely in-the time required 
to bring the butter. 

Fifty fowls can be kept in one house pro- 
vided the place is kept clean, well ventil- 
ated and furnished with & good run. The 
fowls should have wholesome food, varied 
with green stuff, ground bone and oyster- 
shells. Fowls should become used to their 
quarters before extreme cold weather. 
Be careful and protect them from extreme 
cold winds. By open shed facing the south 
is a good thing. A house at least 12 by 20 


feet is necessary to keep fifty fowls. Sand į- 


for the floor is most desirable. 

Hens fed on a regular diet will not lay as 
many eggs as if they were fed on & variety 
of grains. A very wholesome diet for fowls 
during cold weather, and excellent for pro-

To give your readers clesr idea of the 
magnificence of the Exposition, we will 
write short discriptive paragtigis of the 
contens of the various departments, and 
there is no better place to begin than the 
Government building, which covers 16 
acres of land, contains every state and ter- 
ritory well represented in productions, na- 
tural and articficial. The centre space is 
monopolized with the United States matters 
proper, which takes in all the departments 
of Washington under distinct heads. This 
will be minutely described when reached. 

New York State is located in southeast 
corner of the building, and isin charge of 
Jas. C. Truman, of Binghamton, special 
commissioner from the Empire State. While 
the display already shows up well Mr. Tru- 
man says it will be two weeks before it will 
be complete. On a banner over the en- 
trance to the reception room is printed in 
large letters, “Excelsior.” The geological 
display is very fine, containing the leading 
minerals, coal and iron, with & pyramid of 
stone showing it in all conditions of forma- 
tion. Very little machinery is shown as 
most of the latter is displayed in machinery 
hall. A specialty is made of the public 
charities of the state, in the way of asylums 
ofevery descriptions. Nearly every coun- 
ty sends a messenger in the way of a beau- 
tiful photograph of some large building, 
the home of the poor, which speaks voluines 
for the charities. of the state. “There are 
fine views of natural scenery, representing 
all portions of that State. Nice -reoeption 
rooms are open for the-publio, where one 

ù read, write and rest in pesoe. 

Nebraska, on the east side, under the 
commissionership of Governgr Furnas; 
which was the only state ready on day of 
opening, makes a most favorable appear 
ance, and though all others had the ad- 
vantage of-improving on its designs, holds 
well with any and all. Corn is king, as on 
its walls the head of a monarch is ingeni- 
ously formed from different collored grains 
of corn. In 1883 this state produced 125,- 
000,000 bushels of the staff of life; 20,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat; 18,000,000 bushels of 
oats; 10,000,000 bushels of barley; 4,900,- 
000 rye; 300,000 flax. It has 25,000,000 
acres in farms, with a school fund of $60,- 
000,000. In fruits its display of apples can- 
not be excelled as to quality and quantity, 
as its fruit trees number over 12,000,000 in 
the state. Specimens of all grains and 
grasses grown on its soil are presented for 
inspection. In timber it shows fine quality, 
much of which is turned into useful and 
ornamental articles. Nebraska is wrought 
into letters of hay, corn and cereals of all 
kinds, thus keeping the state that is near- 
est of the United States prominently before 
the visitors' eyes. 

Oregon is representii here by E. W. Al- 
len and J. C. Swash, whohaveanexceeding 
good display of the natural agricultural and 
manufscturéd interests of their state on ex- 
hibition. Wheat is shown which stands six 
feet six inches in height, and averaged 00 
bushels per acre; rye seven feet -nine inches 
high; oats six feet eight inches high, yield- 
ing 126 bushels per acre. The exhibit of 
fruit and vegatables, is truley wonderful, 
and comprises among its display apples 
that weigh 3 pounds 2 ozs., pears, 2 pounds 
9 ozs.; turnips, 893 pounds; rutabago 50 
pounds; potatoes 8] pounds; cabbage 41 
pounds; beets, carrots, radishes of very large 
dimensions. The Columbia River Salmon 
industry is well represented. The timber 
interest of Oregon is represented in a man- 
ner worthy of her and embraces many varie- 
ties of beautiful wood. The wool interests 
are shown in an attractive shape. 

Many of the relics of the Greely relief 
party have been placed on exhibition in the 
States department. Dummies are dressed 
up in the clothigg worn by the men, and the 
old tent they used is erected, while the en- 
tire camping outfit ison view. The small 
boats from-the Thetis and Bear, which first 
reattfem” the Greely sufferers have been 
placed with these much-viewed curiosities. 
It is hard to realize in a land where snow is 
unknown what suffering and death the 
Greely Relief exhibit represents. B.

It is right, 
and therefore you ought todoit. If your 
adversary is in the wrong, act toward him 
in such a manner as to make him fee] that 
you are willing to cultivate friendship 
again. Thus you will pave the way for an 
apology on his part. No man likes to apolo- 
gize, while the hand of his adversary is 
clutching at his throat,

A terrible explosition of dynamite occur- 
red in the Parliament Houses, London, last 
Saturday afternoon.

The seines are now made 300 yards long and 
some 15 feet deep. It takes about 5 balls 
of thread, each weighing a pound, to knit 
one. The thread costs $1.70 centsa pound, 
the knitting 24 cents per yard, the ropes, 
lead, and corks, about $4 additional, 
making the entire cost $20 or $30 to a 
barge, as each one has two seines. The 
fishing season usually commences about the 
20th of March and ends about the 5th to 
10th of May—or from 30 to 35 days.

Economy of Wood. 


A correspondent describing show every 
foot of the soil is utilized ín men- 
tions the method pursued to supply the 
country with fuel-by the growth of Lom- 
bardy popular. The correspondent says; 
“In going from Paris to Geneva, via Dijon, 
we pass through the best portion of France. 
For hundreds of miles every inch of land is 
cultivated. The abrupt side hills are in 
grape vines, and the flat land in grain. 
Here we see the phenomenon of double 
crops of grain and vegetables growing un- 
der a crop of trees. The Normandy poplar 
trees are from an inch to three feet in 
diameter. Thsy are planted thickly, but 
give noshade. They are trimmed within 
six feet of the top. The boughs, which 
are cut off every year, make fagots enough 
to warm France. We often see men an 
women cradling wheat or hoeing beats in 
the midst of the wood giving no shade. 
When you look across the country, the tall 
boughless trunks look like black streake 
painted against the sky. They make the 
view very picturesque. Wood is sold in 
France for a third of a cent a pound. _ It is 
worth as much as corn in Kansas by the 
pound. So when the Kansas man burns 
corn, hé is-R@-~more profligate than the 
Frenchman who burns fagots.” 


Care of Young Trees. 

A young tree is like a corn plant or any 
other young plant that is only partly grown 
It needs food, water, and air for its roots. 
Therefore young trees should be cuitivated 
until their age of maturity, and the best 
orchard culture consists in giving up to the 
trees, after they have been a few years 
planted, the whole of the ground, and to 
plow the grggnd lightly or work it with a 
cultivator twice in the season. If weeds 
grow after the first plowing they are cover- 
ed in under the second. If under such 
treatment the trees are making too much 
wood, clover may be sown.and cut for hay, 
and after the clover has run out the semi- 
yearly cultivation may again be given. If 
the trees do not grow with sufficient thrift, 
the clover may be sown and plowed in, and 
& liberal dressing of lime or wood ashes 
should be given. Along with this treat- 
ment the necessary persistent hunting of 
the destructive borer may be followed up 
with good effect. Just nowjs a good, time 
for examining young trees for this pest and 
for laying plans for their future care.— 
New York Times. 


Cure forAFounder. 

A recent writer gives this remedy for 
lameness occasioned by inflammatory fever 
in the foot of the horse, with the assurance 
that it is a perfect cure: 

**Clean out the bottom of the foot thor- 
oughly—hold up the leg so as to bring the 
hoof upward, holding it firmly in, a horizon- 
tal position and pour in, say & tablespoon- 
ful of spirits of turpentine, if the cavity of 
the hoof will hold that much—if not, pour 
in what it will hold without danger of run- 
ning over; touch the turpentine with a red 
hotiron; this will set it on fire; hold the 
hoof firmly in position until all burns ont. 
Great care must be taken that none runs 
over on the hair of the hoof, lest the skin 
bebuined. If all the feet are effected, 
burn turpentine in each of them. Relief 
will speedily follow, and the animal be 
ready for service in a short time.” 

It is affirmed that animals treated in this 
mannerhave been promptly relieved. In 
one case, although suffering for more than 
twenty-four hours when applied, in less 
than an hour a: the animal was fit 
for use and travéled some di:tance all 
lameness disappearing.

Influence of Position on Seed. 

The “‘position’’ referred to in the title 
of this paper is that of the individual. seeds 
grown ona pike. The object of experiment 
was to ascertain the differences of germina- 
ting force between seeds from the middle 
and from the ends of the spike. In trials 
carried forward at the New York agricul- 
tural experiment stationlast winter it was 
foundthat, for an average of ninety-one 
per cent. of butt kernels, eighty-eight per 
cent, of central kernels, and ninety-eight 
per cent. of tip kernels of flint corn germin- 
ated. Other experiments gavé the follow-- 
ing results:—In the butts planted 78 per 
cent. germinated; of the centres, eighty- 
four per cent. germinated; and of the tips, 
eighty-six per cent. germinated. For flint 


corn, the tip kernels have the stronger
